Our responsibility is to express an 
opinion on these financial statements based on our audit. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards. Those standards 
require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial 
statements are free of material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence 
supporting the amounts and disclosures in the financial statements. An audit also includes assessing 
the accounting principles used and significant estimates made by management, as well as evaluating 
the overall financial statement presentation.

NOTES TO MODIFIED CASH BASIS FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
YEAR ENDED DECEMBER 31, 1998 


1. NATURE OF THE ORGANIZATION AND SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 


Nature of the Organization - Earhart Foundation (the “Foundation”), a private foundation, is a 
“nonprofit Michigan corporation founded in 1929, now operating with perpetual existence. Its purpose is 
to receive and administer funds exclusively for educational, charitable or religious purposes. 


Significant Accounting Policies 


Modified Cash Basis of Accounting - The Foundation’s accounts are maintained, and the statement of 
assets and net assets and the related statement of activities are presented on the modified cash basis of 
accounting, which is a comprehensive basis of accounting other than generally accepted accounting 
principles. Under this basis, revenues are generally recognized when collected rather than when earned, 
and expenses are recognized when paid rather than when incurred. Therefore, receivables and payables, 
long-lived assets, accrued income, accrued expenses and depreciation, which may be material in 
amount, are not reflected in the accompanying financial statements. Additionally, unrealized gains and 
losses on investments are reflected in the current period. 


The amounts shown for 1997 in the accompanying financial statements are included to provide a basis 
for comparison with 1998 and are not intended to present all information necessary for a fair 
presentation in conformity with the basis described in the preceding paragraph. 


value. The fair market value of investments were determined using quoted market prices. Basis 
amounts (supplemental) are reflected at original cost or in the case of bequests at the fair market value 
at the date of the donor’s death. Realized gains or losses on sales of investments represent the. 
difference between the net sales price and the cost of the securities sold, utilizing the specific 
identification cost method. Unrealized gains or losses on investments represent the net change їп. 
unrealized appreciation between the balance at the beginning and the end of the year. 


Contributions - The Foundation reports gifts of cash and other assets as restricted support if they are 
received with donor stipulations that limit the use of the donated assets. When a donor restriction 
expires, that is, when a stipulated time restriction ends or purpose restriction is accomplished, 
temporarily restricted net assets are reclassified to unrestricted net assets and reported in the statement 


of activities as net assets released from restrictions. 
2. INVESTMENT ASSETS WHOSE USE IS LIMITED 


Certain investment assets relate to equity which is externally restricted. Such assets are substantially 
invested in marketable securities and liquid funds. 


Externally restricted net assets include: 
° Мег Assets Donor Temporarily Restricted - Certain gifts were received by the Foundation with 
donor restriction that a maximum of 5% of the original gift including cumulative capital gains be 


used annually for the general purposes of the Foundation. At the time the funds are expended, they 
are reflected as a reclassification from temporarily restricted to unrestricted net assets. At 
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December 31, 1998, $40,192,440 of the Foundation's net assets were temporarily Кее іп 
` accordance with this donor restriction. > 


° Net Assets Donor Permanently Restricted for the Botsford Cemetery - In 1939 and 1947, the 
ез Foundation accepted gifts from'H.B. Earhart. The gifts were received with'the restriction that the ` ^^ 


interest and dividend income first be used for the care and maintenance of Botsford Cemetery on 
Earhart Road in Ann Arbor Township, Washtenaw County, Michigan. The remaining income, if 
any, may be transferred to unrestrícted net assets to be used for the general purposes of the 
Foundation. The donor restriction includes a provision that the realized and unrealized gains 
remain permanently restricted. The principal of these gifts is being maintained, functioning as 
endowment. 


FEDERAL EXCISE TAXES 


The Foundation is exempt from federal income taxes under Section 501(c)(3) of the Internal Revenue 
Code. Contributions made to the Foundation are deductible by the donor for federal income tax 
purposes. 


The Foundation is subject to an excise tax on net investment income, including realized gains. 
Payments for federal excise taxes during 1998 were $110,500. 


In addition, the Tax Reform Act requires that certain minimum distributions be made in accordance 
with a specified formula. At December 31, 1998, the Foundation had cumulatively distributed 
approximately $522,377 more than the required minimum. 


LEASE COMMITMENTS 


The Foundation rents office space under a lease which expires April 30, 2000. The total rental expense- 
for 1998 was $49,932. Minimum future rental commitments under the lease are as follows:

COMMITMENTS 


As of December 31, 1998, $939,728 of grants approved by the Board of Trustees of the Foundation 
were unexpended, These commitments are scheduled for payment in 1999. Such grants are subject to 


. the satisfaction by the intended recipients of prior conditions before payment by the Foundation. 


RETIREMENT PLANS 


The Foundation sponsors a defined benefit pension plan which covers substantially all employees. 
Benefits under the plan are based on years of service and average compensation in the years preceding 
retirement. In 1998, $73,356 was contributed to the plan. 


The Foundation sponsors a defined contribution plan under Section 403(b) of the Internal Revenue 
Code. Each participant may contribute a maximum of $10,000 per calendar year in 1998. The 
Foundation does not contribute to the plan.
